EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method for determining the location of a 

performance problem for non-end-to-end paths in a network-based communication system 

comprising a plurality of endpoint devices, including the unique steps of: 

"wherein the selected pattern is determined at least in part utilizing a flow matrix 

selection algorithm; and 

wherein the flow matrix selection algorithm maintains a list of end-to-end paths and 

processes said list such that a plurality of non-end-to-end paths for which performance indicators 

can be generated are determined." 

The closet prior art, Goodman (USP 7,173,910), discloses analyzing the performance 
between two test probes on a path over a network by measuring voice quality metrics of the 
traffic communicated between the test probes. However, Goodman fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims 
allowable.
